already answered in the press that this is 
false* I did not receive such money, not, 
of course, because I would have refused fi- 
nancial support for the revolution, but be- 
cause the Jewish bourgeoisie did not offer 
this support* The Jewish bourgeoisie re- 
mains true to the principle; not to give* 
even now hen its head is concerned.
